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Navy Secretary Finishes 
Statement to House Com-

Washington, April 3.—The house na- 
val committee brought to an end today 
its prolonged hearings on the 1917 na- 
val appropriation bill. Secretary Dan- 
iels closed a three-day statement be- 
fore the committee with a final appeal 
in support of the administration's five- 
year building program.

the bill. 

It became known tonight that a de- 
termined effort would be made to pro- 
vide for six capital ships, two dread- 
naughts and four battle cruisers as a 
compromise between the recommenda- 
tions of the secretary and of the navy 
general board. 7 

Mr. Daniels parried all efforts today 
to get from him a statement as to what 
relative place among navai powers the 
United States should occupy. He said 
the five-year program he had mapped 
out would not put the country in sec- 
ond place, in his judgment, and that the 
present congress could not be asked to 
make up for the deficiencies of twenty 
years past. At the close of the Euro- 
pean war, he said, be believed a great 
opportunity would come for interna- 
tional limitation of armament and with 
a strong building program adopted the 
United States would be in a better 
position to urge that movement suc- 
cessfully than if ite fleet was weak. 

No Navy Secrets Revealed. 

Representative Butler, of Pennsylva- 
nia, republican, assailed the secretary’s 
recommendations for a government pro- 
jectile factory.

National: Guard Section 
Created by Senate—Fight|an

Washington, April 3.—Over vigor- 
ous objection: by Chairman Chamber- 
lain, of the military committee, the 
senate today voted 35 to 30 for the 
Cummins plan to amend the army re- 
organization bill by creating a national 
guard section of the general staff.

Threat By Chamberiaiz. 

Senator Chamberlain charged during 
the debate that pernicious activity on 
the part of officers of both the nation- 
al guard and the regular army threat- 
ened to undo the months of serious 
work done by the committee, and he 
threatened that unless the army officers 
‘ceased attempting to influence legis- 
lation through personal appeals to sen- 
ators he would seek to have them dis- 
ciplined by the war department. He 
said officers who appeared before the 
committee were unwilling to see their 
plans worked into a homogenous bill 
and ab soon ae they concluded their 
testimony began to attempt to influ- 
ence friendly senators. _ 

“The committee might just as well 
give up if each officer is going to be 
able to induce his senator to withhold 
his support until the measure embod- 
ies everything the officer wants,” Sen- 
ator Chamberlain said. “I want to 
express great regret that the national 
guard has seen fit to inject itself into 
the halls of congress until now it looks 
as if it were a fight between the reg- 
ular forces and the national guard, as 
to which is to be considered in legis- 
lation which affects the whole country. 

Officers Accused of Lebbying. 

„J am hot going to limit that crit- 
icism to the national guard.

HOLLAND IS ANXIOUS 
ABOUT COTTON SUPPLY 


The Hague, April 3.—(Via London.) 
Cotton manufacturers ‘are manifesting 
uneasiness lest the requisitioning of 
cargo space by the government may in- 
terfere with the importation of the 
needed supplies of raw cotton from 
America. Holland's reserves of wheat 
are practically exhausted and the As- 
sociated Press is informed on the very 
highest authority that the government 
intends to buy 100,000 tons in America 
in addition to the normal 60,000 month- 
ly, in order to form the needed re- 
serve. Several Dutch ships have been 
requisitioned to bring these supplies 
from America. 

Should the British government grant 
the request that has just been made 
to it for the increase of Holland's 
present insufficient supply of 75,000 
tons of corn monthly, then the above 
mentioned purchase will be correspond- 
ingly increased. A hundred thousand 
tons of corn is needed every month. 


REVENUES INCREASE 
FOR THE RAILROADS 


Washington, April 3.—Prosperity of 
the railroads throughout the country 
continues without abatement, according 
to preliminary reports for ebruary, 
made public today by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Returns from 96 large roads shows 
their net revenue increased from $25,- 
000,000 in February, 1915, to $38,000,- 
000 for February, 1916, more than fifty 
per cent. 

The greatest increase was in the 
eastern district and amounted to near- 
ly 90 per cent; the southern district

excelled its January showing of 16 
per cent increase by an increase of.

The report of the council investigat- 
ing committee, appointed to look into 
the charges against Councilman Ren- 
froe and investigate other alleged ir- 
regularities in the city government, 
was adopted by council Monday. , 

When the.committee first submitted 
its findings, through Councilman Ash- 
ley in the absence of Alderman Dun- 
lap, Aldérman Albert Thomson object- 
ed to the report being adopted as sub- 
mitted, saying that certain features of 
the report did not meet with his ap- 
proval and he could not vote for it as 
a whole 

“T move,” he said, “that copies of the 
report be submitted to each member 
of council and that its adoption be de- 
ferred to the next meeting of this body. 
The matter is rather a serious one and 
should be thoroughly looked into by 
the members of council and the report 
digested before a vote is taken. 

Thomson’s Objection. 

“The committee seems to condemn 
certain alleged irregularities and yet 
asks council to pay $25 to Mrs. Car- 
ter for her. work in connection with 
the meetings.of the committee. I don’t 
know that such a request is illegal, 
but it seems to me that an investiga- 
tion of the point should be made be- 
fore the report is finally adopted. I 
ask for an aye and nay vote and re- 
quest that I be allowed to refrain from 
voting.“ a 

Councilman Ashley objected to this 
motion and stated that the request of 
the alderman to be excused from vot- 
ing was rather irregular. “I wish to 
submit that the committee does not 
censure any one person in this report. 
It simply condemns the actions of all 
involved. The practices which were 
brought out in the meetings, while not 
actually illegal and immoral, might 
lead to abuse and to things which 
would be illegal and immoral. It was 
the purpose of the committee in mak- 
ing this report to condemn all such 
practices without regard to any par- 
ticular person in any department.

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CHALLENGE TO DUPONT. 


ACTON 1S DEFERRED. 
~ ON LOU D. BRANDES 


Committee Votes on Nomina- 
tion Next Monday—Friends 
and Foes Talk. 


Washington, April 3.—Action on the 
nomination of Louis D. Brandeis for 
the supreme court was deferred by the 
senate judiciary commtitee today un- 
til next Monday. 

Senator Fletcher, democrat, of the 
subcommittee, made a report merely 
recommending confirmation. Senator 
Walsh made a long report and Senator 
Chilton, the third democrat, will sub- 
mt a report tomorrow. Senators 
Cummins and Works made reports 
against confirmation. 

Senator Walsh declared in his re- 
port: 

“The real crime of which this man 
is guilty is that he has exposed the 
iniquities of men in high places in our 
financial system. He has not stood 
in awe of the majority of wealth. 

“It is easy for a brilliant lawyer 
so to conduct himself as to escape 
calumny and villificaton. Ali he needs 
to do is to drift with the tide. If he 
never assails the doer of evil who 
stands high in the market places, 
either in court or before the public, 
he will have no enemies or detractors 
or none that he need heed. The man 
who never represents the public or the 
impecunious citizen in any great foren- 
sic contest, but always the cause of 
corporate wealth, never has these 
troubles. It is always the other fel- 
low whose professional character is a 
little below par.” , 
| “An analysis of the evidence had led 
me irresistibly to conclude that the 
nomination should be rejected,” said 
Senator Works. “I am greatly in sym- 
pathy with much of the work that Mr. 
Brandeis has been doing to better 
economic, industrial and social condi- 
tions. Much of this I am convinced 
he has done generously, unselfishly 
and for the common good. , 

“Some of his friends say he is a radi- 
cal, and for that reason has offended 
the Ccongervatives. That may be no 
reproach, but the temperament that 
has made him many enemies would de- 
tract from his usefulness as a judge. 
He is of the material that makes good 
‘advocates, reformers and crusaders, 
but not good or safe judges. To place 
a man on the supreme court bench 
who rests under a cloud would be a 
grevious mistake.” 

“I am in sympathy, for the most 
part, with his sociological and eco- 
nomic opinion,” said Senator Cummins, 
“and for the work that he has done in 
these directions I have nothing but 
commendation. I cannot, however, 
even seem to approve his course in 
many of the matters which have been 
brought to the attention of the sub- 
committee through which he has lost 
the confidence of so large an element 
of the profession of which he is a 
member, and of the country of which 
he is a citizen, as to vitally impair his 
8 asa justice of the supreme 
court.”

That W. M. Logan, the Moultrie mer- 
chant who was one of the principals 
in the triple tragedy that occurred 
here last night, planned to kill Cleve

The note was brief and the only other 
thing it made mention of was a re- 
quest that his body be buried clothed 
as it was when it should be found. 

e verdict of the jury inquiring 
nto the pistol battle which was staged 
na small feed room on the outskirts 
of town was that Cleve and Jack Cal- 
houn came to their deaths at the hands 
of Logan and that the latter died from 
a wound inflicted by Cleve Calhoun. 
The three men had spent the greater 
portion of the day together, but the 
fact that they were not friends was 
known to all of them. After the rain 
had driven th into the little barn, 

ing to E. Evans, the only wit- 
ness, Cleve Calhoun and Logan con- 
tinuously watched each other. When 
the whisky was passed around neith- 
er of them drank much. Out doors 
rain was falling in blinding sheets, 
but Jack Calhoun, evidently growing 
suspicious, suggested to his brother 
that they go home. They arose and 
started, then without warning, Logan 
opened fire shooting five times, mortal- 
ly hohe oe om | the two brothers. After 
being shot through and through twice, 
Cleve Calhoun brought his pistol into 
play, killing Logan almost instantly.

New Orleans, La., April 3.—After a 
eriod of easiness in the early trad- 
ng today, the cotton market steadied, 
gradually recovered its loss and finally 
went to a net rise.

Crop. Damage and World- 
Wide Grab Boosts Wheat. 
Other Grains and Provi- 
sions Continue Advance in 


Sympathy. 


Chicago, April 3.— Wheat ran up 5c 
a bushel im value today, chiefly because 
of predictions that the domestic win- 
ter crop this season would be 165,000,- 
000 bushels less than the yield in 1915. 
The market closed etrong, 4% to 4%c 
net higher, with May at 1.20% and July 
at 1.19%. Corn gained %@% to Ie, 
and oats % to 1c. In provisions the 
outcome varied from the same as Sat- 
urday’s finish to 10 higher. 

Broad activity as well as a big up- 
ward swing to prices kept traders on 
edge all day in the wheat pit. Despite 
liberal profit-taking reactions were 
at no time long-continued or of any 
great extent. Right from the start the 
main incentive to buyers was a state- 
ment from a leading export house es- 
timating the winter crop-in the United 
States as the lowest for any corres- 
ponding time since 1904—78.8 per cent, 
against 88.5 per cent a year ago. On 
this basis, the probable maximum yield 
for 1916 was put at 490,000,000 bush- 
els, compared with 655,000,000 bushels 
in 1915. Aside from this. statement, 
dispatches were at hand telling of crop 
damage in nearly all parts of the win- 
ter wheat belt, and ny Soa especial 
stress on the need of rain in Kansas 
and Nebraska. 

Foreigners took hold freely in the 
future delive of wheat and besides 
purchasing 750,000 bushels for immedi- 
ate export. In this connection, decided 
sugnificance was attached to word that 
reserves of wheat in Holland were ex- 
hausted and that the Dutch govern- 
ment had decided to obtain in Ameri- 
ca 100,000 tons over and above the 
ordinary monthly quota. Today’s top 
figures showed that in a week the 
market had made an extreme gain of 
13% cents a bushel. 

Corn strength was derived mainly 
from wheat. The bulls, however, point- 
ed out also that receipts were small, 
the visibly supply falling off, and that 
large sales of corn were being made 
at Kansas City to go to Baltimore. 

Oats were bullishly affected by re- 
ports of delay to seeding in some sec- 
tions. In addition there were advices 


of a probable big decrease of acreage 
in Canada. 

Provisions advanced in sympath 
with grain and hogs. During the late 
transactions, though, realiging sales 
by holders wiped out most of 
gains.

NEW LOCATION WANTED

Change Decided on Monday 
at Meeting of Seventh 
Day Adventists.

Seventh Day Adventists yesterday 
voted to remove their denominational 
training school from Graysville, Tenn., 
to another location to be found by the 
committee in charge of the matter. 

This action carried with it changing 
of the present academy into a junior 
college to be known as the Southern 
Junior Training college. This will in- 
volve something like an expenditure of 
$80,000, and will provide buildings and 
equipment for a strong school carrying 
fourteen grades. 

This action was taken at a joint ses- 
sion of delegates from the Southern as 
well as from the Southeastern Union 
conference, and it is the plan of these 
two divisions‘to have a strong school 
to serve for all the southern states 
east of the Mississippi and to include 
Louisiana. 

In’ the report of the Sabbath schools 
for this division statistics showed that 
in the Southeastern union they have 
gained 98 per cent in the last eight 
years, and in donations there was a 
much more remarkable gain, for the 
percentage of gain in mission funds 
raised for 1915 over 1907 was 660 per 
cent.
